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THE  PEONY 

The  Herbaceous  Peony  is  now  generally  regarded  as  the  best  and  most 
popular  of  hardy  plants.  It  is  found  in  every  garden,  from  the  single 
clump  in  the  humblest  dooryard  to  the  rare  and  choice  varieties  in  the 
amateur’s  collection, — a splendid  spectacle,  in  great  masses  and  broad  vis- 
tas, within  the  millionaire’s  estate.  Its  popularity  has  increased  by  leaps 
and  bounds  since  the  new  and  improved  varieties  have  been  developed  and 
become  known. 

The  Peony  of  to-day,  with  its  enormous  blooms,  six  to  ten  inches 
in  diameter,  with  three  and  four  foot  stems,  the  blooms  of  every  conceiv- 
able shade  and  blending  of  colors,  many  as  sweetly  scented  as  the  most 
fragrant  rose,  and  outranking  this  queen  of  flowers  in  size,  variety  and 
delicacy  of  coloring,  are  real  spellbinders  to  those  who  first  behold  them. 

It  is  the  hardiest  of  all  flowers,  having  proved  absolutely  hardy  in 
the  most  severe  climate  of  the  United  States.  No  plant  is  easier  to  grow, 
the  Peony  being  practically  free  from  insect  pests.  Its  care  is  almost  that 
of  a burdock  in  comparison  with  the  rose.  Nor  does  the  Peony  require 
renewing  every  year  or  two,  like  the  rose*.  Once  planted,  it  will  with  very 
little  care  grow  and  thrive  for  many  years,  making  it  the  cheapest  plant 
to  set  out.  Therefore  good  varieties  should  be  used  and  liberal  plantings 
made. 

By  including  the  extreme  early  and  extreme  late  varieties  in  a collec- 
tion, the  blooming  season  can  be  extended  over  six  or  seven  weeks.  In 
1917  our  first  bloom  on  Tenuifolia  opened  May  27th  and  the  first  10  days 
in  July  Enchanteress,  Mme.  Fould,  Mine.  Camille  Bancel,  Mme.  Boulanger, 
Martha  Bulloch,  Mireilla,  Dorchester,  Bed  Cross,  Mme.  Loise  Mere,  Etta, 
Ornament  des  Massifs,  and  other  late  varieties  were  producing  fine  flow- 
ers, and  on  July  14th  I cut  and  shipped  good  blooms  from  Bichardson’s 
Grandiflora  and  Bubra  Superba. 

The  following  article  on  the  Peony  from  the  pen  of  Frank  A.  Waugh, 
Professor  of  Landscape  Gardening,  Massachusetts  Experimental  Station 
and  Horticultural  College,  appeared  in  the  Woman’s  Home  Companion: 

“The  Magnificent  Peony — The  Peony  has  achieved  a sort  of  special 
vogue  in  the  last  few  years,  and  while  this  seems  to  be  confined  somewhat 
to  connoisseurs  and  collectors,  it  must  certainly  spread  to  gardeners  and 
plant-lovers  generally.  The  Peony  is  one  of  the  most  magnificent  of  herba- 
ceous plants,  one  of  the  most  hardy,  one  of  the  most  permanent.  In  fact, 
permanency  is  the  key-note  of  Peony-culture.  It  requires  two  or  three 
years  for  the  plants  to  become  established,  and  first-rate  effects  cannot  be 
expected  sooner;  however,  once  established,  it  is  good  for  many  years  to 
come.  The  flowers  are  almost  as  fragrant  as  roses,  and  in  our  climate 
have  greater  perfection  of  form  and  color.  The  plants  are  free  from  in- 
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sect-pests,  and  as  hardy  as  the  strongest  trees.  Given  good  soil  and  fer- 
tilizer, with  reasonable  drainage  and  water-supply,  they  will  take  care  of 
themselves  year  after  year,  and  year  after  year  the  flowers  grow  larger 
and  more  abundant.  The  foliage  is  also  rich  and  green,  adding  its  attrac- 
tions to  the  lawn.  Single  Peonies  are  particularly  attractive,  and  should 
be  included  in  every  collection.” 

In  presenting  the  following  list  of  select  and  choice  Peonies,  I believe 
I am  offering  to  you  one  of  the  largest  collections  of  prize  winners  and 
rare  varieties  in  America. 

As  an  amateur,  I have  for  eighteen  years  given  my  individual  atten- 
tion to  growing  and  making  a collection  of  Peonies.  Neither  time  nor 
money  has  been  spared  to  secure  the  world’s  best  varieties.  The  United 
States  has  been  scoured  and  the  gardens  of  all  the  great  European  Peony 
growers  have  been  searched  for  choice  novelties  and  Prize  Winners.  I 
have  collected  the  most  select  and  rare  sorts  from  the  best  productions  of 
such  famous  continental  growers  as  Verdier,  Guerin,  Delache,  Calot  and 
Crousse,  as  well  as  the  more  recent  introductions  by  the  late  Monsieur 
Victor  Lemoine,  of  Nancy,  France.  My  collection  also  includes  the  very 
best  and  latest  of  the  noteworthy  recent  introductions  by  Monsieur  A. 
Dessert,  whose  list  of  varieties  forms  one  of  the  most  important  groups 
among  the  Peony  families,  as  well  as  selections  from  all  of  the  noted 
growers  of  Holland,  Kelway  and  Barr  of  England,  and  Richardson,  Hollis, 
Terry,  Rosenfield  and  Brand  of  America. 

Many  of  the  new  varieties  are  now  so  scarce  that  it  is  impossible  to 
secure,  direct  from  the  originators,  enough  plants  to  meet  the  growing  de- 
mand, especially  for  the  Dessert  and  Lemoine’s  rare  sorts,  Therese,  Le 
Cvgne,  Solange,  Tourangelle,  Primevere,  Raoul  Dessert,  Lamartine,  Mine. 
Jules  Dessert,  La  France,  La  Lorraine,  Rosa  Bonheur,  Sarah  Bernhardt, 
Enchanteresse,  and  many  others.  Some  of  the  American  varieties  are  also 
very  scarce.  There  were  not  enough  Martha  Bullochs  in  existence  last 
year  to  supply  the  demand,  and  I was  unable  to  fill  some  of  my  very  late 
orders  for  it,  even  at  $25  each.  Some  of  Richardson’s  varieties  are  also 
equally  scarce,  such  as  Walter  Faxon  and  Milton  Hill,  both  of  which  are 
marvels  of  beauty. 

Although  an  amateur  for  many  years  working  with  these  splendid 
flowers  only  as  a hobby,  constantly  purchasing  and  importing  direct  from 
the  originators,  my  reputation  as  a prize  winner  and  for  choice  varieties 
in  everything  I grew,  brought  throngs  of  visitors  to  my  garden,  whose 
insistent  clamor  for  my  surplus  prevented  me  from  accumulating  a large 
stock  of  the  newer  sorts.  It  was  only  through  urgent  requests  by  my 
visitors  and  friends  that  I consented  in  1912  to  become  a professional  and 
issue  a catalogue,  giving  descriptions  of  the  many  different  varieties  and 
offer  them  to  the  public.  It  is  impossible  for  any  one  to  see  all  varieties 
in  bloom,  and  at  their  best,  unless  he  make  daily  visits  to  the  garden 
throughout  the  entire  Peony  season. 
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TERMS,  CASH — Orders  from  unknown  correspondents  should  be 
accompanied  by  a remittance  to  cover  same.  On  all  orders  amounting  to 
$50  or  over,  5 per  cent  may  be  deducted  if  cash  accompanies  the  order, 
and  on  orders  of  $100  or  more  10  per  cent  may  be  deducted.  No  goods 
sent  C.  0.  D.  unless  25  per  cent  of  the  purchase  price  accompanies  the 
order.  No  discount  allowed  unless  the  cash  accompanies  the  order. 

If  I am  sold  out  of  any  variety  ordered,  I will  not  substitute  unless 
authorized  to  do  so,  but  will  refund  the  money.  All  orders  will  be  num- 
bered and  entered  as  received,  and  will  be  filled  strictly  in  rotation,  there- 
fore the  earlier  the  order  is  given  the  better  chance  for  its  being  completely 
filled. 

PLANTS  BY  EXPRESS — All  stock  will  be  sent  by  express  unless 
otherwise  ordered.  If  wanted  by  parcels-post,  sufficient  postage  must  be 
added  to  the  list  price,  and  included  in  your  remittance. 

PRICES — The  prices  quoted  herein  are  for  large,  strong  divisions, 
except  as  to  a few  of  the  new,  rare  and  scarce  varieties,  where  stock  is  very 
limited.  Orders  for  these  varieties  are  only  accepted  with  the  under- 
standing that  roots  sent  out,  although  of  good  growing  size,  will  be  di- 
vided to  a point,  which  will  not  permit  of  further  division. 

I always  give  value,  and  my  aim  is  to  give  a strong,  well-balanced 
root,  absolutely  true  to  name.  However,  should  mistakes  occur,  I will 
gladly  rectify  same  by  replacing  the  root  without  charge. 

LARGE  CLUMPS — Practically  all  of  the  varieties  listed  under  Classes 
A,  B,  C,  D and  E can  he  furnished  in  either  three-year,  four-year,  five  or 
six-year — extra  large  old  clumps  for  immediate  effect,  at  an  advance  price, 
ranging  from  $1.50  to  $4.50  over  list.  In  most  varieties  this  assures  imme- 
diate bloom  and  heavy  growth  right  from  the  start.  I recommend  these 
large  plants  for  my  Twin  City  and  nearby  patrons,  as  the  transportation 
is  so  cheap,  I can  ship  them  with  large  balls  of  earth,  so  they  will  receive 
very  little  shock  and  save  you  several  years’  time. 

But  I do  not  advise  large  plants  for  long  distance  shipments,  which 
make  large  earth  balls  impracticable  because  of  heavy  express  charges. 
When  all  the  dirt  is  removed  from  old  roots  the  shock  is  so  great  that 
good  strong  young  plants  will  usually  overtake  them  and  give  better 
satisfaction. 

It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  some  varieties  will  not  bloom 
the  first  year,  and  that  blooms  will  not  be  as  perfect  the  first  or  second 
year  as  they  will  be  after  the  plants  are  well  established.  I never  pass  final 
judgment  on  any  variety  until  its  third  year  after  transplanting. 

TIME  TO  PLANT — In  planting  Peonies  the  fall  months  are  best,  Sep- 
tember 15th  until  the  ground  freezes,  the  earlier  the  better  after  the  plant 
ripens  off,  which  is  about  September  15th  in  our  climate.  That  is  the 
time  I begin  to  dig  them.  I do  not  advise  spring  planting.  It  is  pretty 
sure  to  give  Peonies  the  sulks,  which  often  last  three  or  four  years. 
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A WORD  OF  WARNING  ABOUT  DEEP  PLANTING  AND  USE  OF 
MANURE — Great  care  should  be  taken  in  planting  that  manure  does  not 
come  in  contact  with  the  roots,  as  it  will  cause  club  root  and  sickly  plants 
that  will  not  bloom.  Manure  can  be  safely  used  and  with  great  benefit  in 
the  bottom  of  a two-foot  trench  if  thoroughly  mixed  with  the  soil.  The 
mixing  should  be  done  with  a spading  fork.  It  is  unwise  to  spade  or  plow 
manure  into  the  ground  the  same  season  you  intend  to  plant  Peonies;  this 
should  be  done  the  previous  fall  or  spring,  then  it  will  be  well  incorpo- 
rated with  the  soil  at  planting  time. 

DO  NOT  PLANT  TOO  DEEP — The  crowns  should  not  be  covered 
over  two  or  three  inches.  Two  inches  is  best  in  heavy  soil.  Too  deep 
planting  will  cause  feeble,  sickly  growth  and  prevent  blooming.  Too  deep 
planting  and  the  misuse  of  manure  is  the  cause  of  practically  all  the  Peony 
troubles. 

GUARANTEE — It  is  very  evident  that  if  I wish  to  retain  trade  I must 
send  out  only  first-class  roots,  true  to  name,  and  in  perfectly  good  condi- 
tion when  they  leave  me.  I cannot  assume  responsibility  for  customers’ 
failure  to  make  them  grow,  either  on  account  of  unfavorable  climatic  or 
soil  conditions,  improper  planting,  neglect  or  a lack  of  knowledge  of  their 
culture.  But  I do  guarantee  all  my  varieties  absolutely  true  to  name; 
however,  should  any  mistake  occur,  1 will  gladly  replace  them  without 
charge.
